WHEREAS, said order provided that such approved types of binding
shall be effective as to all briefs and appendices filed in the
Minnesota appellate courts on and after January 1, 1984,

NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY PROVIDED AS FOLLOWS:

1. Briefs and appendices filed in the appellate courts
in the state of Minnesota shall be bound in such a way that the

contents are bound securely. Briefs or appendices which are not

so bound may be rejected by the Office of the Clerk of the Appellate
Courts.

2. The following types of binding are approved for
binding of briefs and appendices:

a. Velo-Bind or 3M Clincher Model 1000 binding
b. Continuous coil spiral binding

c. GBC Therm-A-Bind

d. Xerox Company ''Cheshire" Perfect Binding

e. GBC "wrap-around" Spiral Comb Binding

f. Standard Bindfast Binding System
